Excepted from 
the general terms of the “third

| masters who will continue on a six- 
;day week with an increase of 10 
;cents an hour. 

Overtime in excess of eight 
|hourg in a day or 40 hours in a 
week will be paid generally at the 
lrate of time and one half. Al- 
tnough Saturdays and Sundays 
| will be considered ordinary work 
| days, the carriers must arrange 
|for a maximum number of em- 
| ployes to have those days off. How- 
‘ever, they have the privilege of 
staggering the work week where 
to avoid overtime rates 
ifor those days.
